Judge Leonard, of the Supreme Court, yesterday
rendered his decislon npon the recent applleation
on behaif of the Commissioners of Docks for a writ
of mandamus against the Comptroiler, compeliing
Mim to pay over to them $500,000, the residue of
proceeds from the sale of dock bonds still in his
possession. He decldes that the case was not
technically before the Court, and therefore denles
the application, but with privilege to renew the
same without prejudice. The probability Is that
the opening of the new year will witness a renewal
©f thie legal warfare, and that the Dock Commis-
sloners tuls time will strive to get their case
regularly before the Coart, and thus prevent
anovther defeat on a mere techoical ground. An

JUDGE LEONARD'S OPINION,

The gentiemen composing the Board of Appor-
tionment and Audit have duties to perform for the
publie, and 1 am not disposed to consider that any
intentional contempt of the Court has been in-
tended by the neglect which has aceurred in obey-
fng the peremptory writ of mandamus heretofore
issued. The proceeding by attachment as for a
contempt is the only remedy whereby the process
can be enforced ln case of an omisslon to perform
ita directions.
